1 . Receipt is acknowledged of amendment filed on 10/20/2003. 

2. Claims 1 -43 are presented for examination. 

3. This application claims the benefits of provisional application No. 60/210,849 filed on 
06/09/2000. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-43 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior art of 
record, Fukatsu, taken alone or in combination with any other references, fail to teach/suggest a 
system and method, wherein the input to the remote control device to operate the cover [i.e. 
means of opening and closing the movable cover at the customer terminal] and access to the 
(customer) terminal is enabled to be provided only by a service provider in the interior area [i.e. 
access at the customer terminal is prevented from outside] of the building adjacent to the drive- 
through lane. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art of record.
